you must register according to 
provisions made, It does not 


matter to what country you be-| 


long or what your creed or be- 
liefs, so long as you are on Can- 
adian territory on that day- 

This registration is similar to 
the one taken in the United 
States last June. By registering 
does not mean your are enlisting 
for military service, consequent- 
ly no nationality is exempted. 
It is simply getting a record of 
every man and woman in the 
country over sixteén years of 
age. " Sy eer:
